“The world economic cris's explains 
a great part of Germany's difficulties,” 
said a communique which accom- 
panied the out!ine of the government's 
debt stand, ‘but they are. due also to 
expenditures and systematically ¢x- 
aggerated loans made by the Berlin 
govertiment. France reeognizes the 
necessity for helping Germany and 
will conform to the spirit of the com1 
muniqus fasued at Washington after 
the conversetions between President 
Hoover and Premier Laval.” 

France will continue to insist on the 
principle of reparations payments, the 
communique raid, maintaining that 
there is no proof that Germany always 
will suffer from financial depress'ons 
like the present, and also that it is 
necessary to maintain respect for in-

MONTREAL, Dec. 8 — Warning 
that the piling up of more federal, 
provincial and municipal debts 
could only aggravate the business 
situation in Canada which had 
reached an extremely low ebb, was 
given Monday in addresses by Sir 
Charles Gordon, president, and 
Jackson Dodds, Joint general man- 
ager at the annual meeting of the 
Bank of Montreal. 

Conditions in Canada were general- 
ly sound, the dollar would return to 
par although not immediately, it was 
stated in the addresses, 

Sir Charles declared the year had 
brought into strong relief a situation 
which in any case would have called 
sooner or later for drastic remedial 
measures, He referred to “destructive

Mr. Grandi, Italy’s foreign minister, 
made the sensible observation in New 
York that his country will be catisfied if 
the Geneva conference is successful in 
stopping competition in the creation of na- 
tional armaments on land and sea. 

A good many other people of course 
will not be satisfied unless the conference 
decides to disband armies and scrap navies 
wholesale. But these are mostly people 
who live in countries like Canada and the 
United States, from whose borders there 
is not a likely enemy in sight. They, of 
course, are doomed to disappointment. 
The millennium has not yet arrived, nor 
likely to arrive by that course of action. 

Grandi comes from a country that is 
wedged in between ambitious and some- 
times none too friendly neighbors, on the 
nationally over-crowded continent of 
Europe. That is the great danger zone 
of the world, and whether armaments are

86,465,050 bushels through United States 
ports, which were reached by shipment 
over United States railways or through 
United States waterways. 

This is not “lost” business in the sense 
that the Canadian railways formerly car- 
ried a larger percentage to Canadian ports. 
Unfortunately the figures for last year 
compare with the figures of former years. 
But the business was none the less lost to 
Canadian railways when more than half 
the export wheat of the Dominion destined 
for Britain left Canada at Buffalo or Mont- 
real for United States sea ports. 

The conservation of Canada’s wheat 
trade to Canadian channels would not in 
itself restore prosperity to the railways. 
But it would go some way to that end, 
And with the railways in their present 
plight, no opportunity to retain to them 
traffic that is being and has been diverted 
to foreign channels should be overiooked. 

Parliament has in the past made some 
half-hearted gestures toward securing for 
the Canadian roads the revenue their 
United States competitors now draw from 
the handling of Canadian wheat. The need 
is apparent of doing something to bring 
about that conservation of Canadian busi- 
ness to the Canadian carriers.
